Census. All snbdivisions into enumera- 
tion districts must be approved by the 
Superintendent, and he is endeavoring, 
as far as possible, to make the general 
average of population in each district 
about 1800. The returns from the Super- 
visors are not coming in as rapirtly as 
Mr. Porter would like. So far he has re- 
ceived reports from only twenty out of 
the 175 districts. He is stirring up the 
Supervisors, since he regards it of great 
importance to have the arrangements 
perfected some time before the actual 
work is begun. He proposes to have the 
census taken fpromptly, and to secure 
that he will have small districts and 
plenty of enumerators. Under the law 
enumeration is to begin on the first Mon- 
day of June, 1890, and each of the 40,- 
000 or more enumerators will be required 
to prosecute the work each day and make 
prompt returns to the Supervisor. In 
any city having over 18,000 inhabitants 
by the last census the law provides that 
the enumeration of population shall b» 
taken within two weeks from the first 
Monday in June. Ths entire work of 
enumeration is to be completed on or 
before the first day of July. All this

to be provided with the

blanks, so that the returns 
will be 


uniform. 
The schedules that are to 


be 
placed 
in their 
hands are now 


ready to be shipped. The printing was 
done at the Government Printing Oflice, 
but there was no rcom to store such an 
immense quantity of paper. The popu- 
lation schedules alone amount to '200,000 
sheets, and some idea can bo obtained of 
what this number means, when it is 
stated that 1920 sheets weigh 40 pounds, 
and the entire amount weighs some 208 
tons. It is estimated that it will require 
4500boies, weighing when packed, 200 
pounds each, to supply the different dis- 
tricts with the schedules. The portfolios, 
which will be used by the enumerators, 
the envelopes, blanks, etc., are all in read- 
iness to be sent out when the time comes. 
Supt, Porter says that be believes the 
arrangements are now in good shape, and 
he sees no reason why rapid and quick 
work should not be done in making the 
census. He proposes to be equally as 
prompt in the compilation of the returns 
and will furnish the results of the cen- 
sus to the public at the earliest practica- 
ble moment.

EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION.
